DEREAS, by Articles of Agreement indented, bearing 
Date the Twenty eighth Day of November, One thou- ' 
ſand ſeven hundred and fifty four, and made or mentioned 
to be made between the Right Honourable Henry, Earl 
of Carliſie, Lord of the Manor of Sling Joys in the County 
of Tork, and Owner of ſeveral Meſſuages, Cottages, 
rontſteads, Lands and Tenements in the Townſhip of Sling ſby afore- 
ad, and alſo undoubted Patron of the Rectory or Pariſh Church 
af Sing ey aforeſaid of the firſt Part, James Garden, Clerk, Rector of 
be Pariſh Church of Slingsby aforeſaid, (to which Rectory all manner 
 Tythes, Oblations, Obventions, and Offerings, ariſing and renewing 
"thin the faid Townſhip, do belong) and Owner as Rector aforeſaid 
it the Parſfonage Houſe, and the Scite of a Meſſuage, and ſeveral 
nds and Tenements in the ſaid Townſhip, of the ſecond Part; and 
the leveral other Perſons, whoſe Names and Seals are thereunto ſub- 
ſribed and ſet, being Owners and Proprietors of divers Meſſuages, 
Cittages or Frontſteads, Lands and Tenements in Slingsby aforeſaid, 
of the third Part ; after reciting that there were, within the Townſhi 
| f Hingoby aforeſaid, three large open common Fields, one of which 
"3 called Harrowbalk-field, another called Gallowhill-field, and 
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Part of the other called Port feld, other Part thereof called Melſgates 
and the Reſidue thereof called the Vandles; and that there was alſo in 
the ſaid Townſhip a Common, called by the Name of Slingsby Moor, and 
a Piece of commonable Ground, called by the Name of Greendy}e Lane: 
and that the ſaid Parties thereto were Owners and Proprietors of all the 
ſaid common Fields, and had, for Time immemorial, uſually had and 
enjoyed a Right of Common in the faid Moor and Lane for their Cattle 
Levant and Couchant upon their ſaid Meſſuages, Cottages and Front- 
ſteads, with the Appurtenances excluſive of all others: And reciting, 
that the ſaid James Garden, in Right of his faid Church, was ſeized of, 
or intitled to all Manner of Tythes, Oblations, Obventions and Offer. Ml 
ings whatſoever, ariſing and renewing within the ſaid Townſhip of 
Slingsby ; and alſo to a Meſſuage in Sl:ngsby aforefaid called the Parſon- M 
age Houſe, and to the Scite of a Meſſuage thereto adjoining, with the 
Right of Common thereto belonging, and alſo to eight Oxgangs of 
Glebe Lands in the ſaid Fields: And alſo reciting, that ſeveral of the 
Lands of the ſaid Proprietors and Land-Owners lay intermixed and diſ- 
perſed in ſmall Parcels over the ſaid Fields: And few of them are com- 
modiouſly ſituated, with reſpect to the ſaid Proprietors, and fo long as 
the ſaid Common lay open and unincloſed, the ſame were not capable 
of Improvement: And that therefore the ſaid Parties to the ſaid Arti- 
cles, fr the better improving their ſaid ſeveral Eſtates and Intereſts 
in the ſaid Fields and Commons, had mutually agreed, amongſt them-M 
' ſelves, to divide and incloſe the ſame as therein after was mentioned; 
and that the ſaid James Garden had come to an Agreement with the 
reſt of the Parties to the ſaid Articles, Owners and Proprietors as afore- 
ſaid, to accept of a Compoſition, to be paid in Money, for and in Lieu 
and full Satisfaction and Diſcharge of the Tythes of Corn, Grain, Hay, 
Potatoes, and all Sotts of Seed arifing out of the ſaid Fields and Com- 
mons, ſo intended to be divided — incloſed, which ſhould be due 
and payable after the Twenty ninth Day of September, One thouſand MF 
ſeven hundred and fifty five: Therefore for fixing and ſettling of the ſaid i 
Rent or Compoſition in Lieuof the ſaid Tythes, the ſaid Parties to the ſaid WF 
Articles did nominate and appoint Samuel Milbourn, of Kirkby Grindahib 
in the County of York, Gentleman, William Richardſon, of Great Ain 
in the ſaid County, Tanner, and Jobn Conyers, of New Malton in the 
ſaid County, Gentleman, or the Survivors or Survivor of them, Com- 
miſſioners to order and appoint unto the ſaid James Garden, and hi 
Succeflors, Rectors of Slingsby aforeſaid, ſuch a yearly Rent or Com- 
_ poſition in Lieu of the ſaid Tythes, as to them the faid Commiſſioners. 
or the Survivors or Survivor of them ſhall. ſeem reaſonable, ſo as the 
ſaid Commiſſioners ſhould make their Award in Writing, touching the 
Permiſes, on or before the Twenty fifth Day of March, One thouſand 
ſeven hundred and fifty fix; and it was thereby agreed, that in Sat 
faction of the ſaid Tythes, there ſhould be paid unto the ſaid J. 
Garden, and his Sueceſſors, Rectors of Slingsby aforeſaid, ſuch year | 
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Rent, Compoſition or Sum, as by the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhould be 
directed and appointed as aforeſaid, and that for raiſing the ſame, all 
the Lands and Premiſes, ſo to be divided and incloſed as aforeſaid 
(except the ſaid eight Oxgangs of Glebe Lands, or ſuch other Lands, 
as upon the ſaid intended Incloſure and Diviſion ſhould be allotted to 
the ſaid James Garden, and his Succeſſors, Rectots of Sling ſby afore- 
faid) ſhould ſtand charged and chargeable in ſuch Proportions, as the 
ſaid Commiſſioners ſhould direct and appoint z but that the Glebe Lands, 
or Lands to be ſet forth in Lieu thereof, or of the ſaid common Rights, 
or any Part thereof, were not to be charged or chargeable with ſuch 
yearly Rent, or any Part thereof; and that the ſaid Earl, and all the 
ſeveral Freeholders, Owners, and Perſons intereſted aforementioned 
within the ſaid Townſhip, ſhould, at his and their Coſts and Charges, 
by good and ſufficient Conveyances in the Law, ſecure and confirm 
unto the ſaid James Garden, and his ſaid Succeſſors for the Time being, 
out of his and their reſpeQive Allotments of the Land fo intended to be 
incloſed as aforeſaid, his, her, and their Compoſition- part, or Share of 
ſuch annual Rent, as ſhould be directed and appointed by the ſaid 
Commiſſioners as aforeſaid,” in Lieu and Satisfaction of the ſaid Tythes, 
as the ſaid Commiſſioners ſhould award and direct, and that ſuch an- 
nual Rents or Compoſitions ſo to be awarded, ſhould, from and after 
the Twenty ninth Day of September, One thouſand ſeven hundred and 

five, be iſſuing out of the Lands or Tenements ſo agreed to be 
charged therewith, and be paid to the ſaid James Garden, and his Suc- 
ceſſors for the Time being, Rectors of 5/ng/by aforeſaid, at the Feaſts 
of the Annunciation of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, and Saint Michael 
the Archangel, in every Year by equal Portions, the firſt Payment 
thereof to be made at Lady-day, One. thouſand ſeven hundred and 
fifty fix, with Power of Diſtreſs in caſe of Non- payment of the faid 
Rent or Compoſitions, in ſuch Manner as is therein mentioned ; and 
it was thereby alſo agreed, That if any Tenants within the ſaid Town- 
ſhip, ſhould go off their Farms at Lady-day, or Mayday, One thou- 
ſand ſeven hundred and fifty fix, and ſhould have a Summer Crop 
following them, then the reſpective Landlord of ſuch off-going Te- 
nant or Tenants, ſhould take Tythes in kind of ſuch Crop or Crops, 
or his or their Tenant or Tenants, by reaſon no Diſtreſs could be made 
on them for that half "Year's Tythe Rent, unleſs ſuch Tenant or Te- 
nants ſhould otherwiſe agree for ſuch his Tythes, with his or their 
Landlord or Landlords; and the ſaid James Garden, for himſelf and 
(as far as he lawfully could) for his Succeſſors for the Time being, 
Rectors of Shng ſby aforeſaid, did covenant, that he and his faid 
Succeſſors would accept of ſuch annual Rents or Sums, as the ſaid 
Commiſſioners ſhould, by their Award, direct and appoint to be paid 
as aforeſaid ; and that in Conſideration of ſuch antual Compoſition- 
Rents, all the Lands; Grounds and Premiſes beforementioned to be 


divided and incloſed as aforeſaid, ſhould for ever be diſcharged 925

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the Payment of the Tythes of Corn, Grain, Hay, Potatoes and all 
ſorts of Seeds ariſing or to ariſe in or out of the ſame ; and the ſaid 
Parties to the ſaid Articles did thereby nominate and appoint the ſaid 
Samuel Milbourn, William - Richardſon, and Jobn Conyers, to be their 
Commiſſioners, with full Power and Authority to divide, allot, ſet forth 


and aſſign, by Metes and Bounds, unto each of the ſaid Freeholders | 
and Owners, their and each and every of their reſpective Shares and 


| Proportions of the ſaid Fields and Commons, in Lieu of and SatiC. 


faction for what they then held and enjoyed, and of their reſpective 
common Rights therein ; and alſo to aſcertain and direct what Sum of 
Money each particular Perſon ſhould pay annually, in reſpec to his 
Allotment to the ſaid James Garden and his Succeſſors, towards mak- 
ing up ſuch annual Compoſition-Rent as aforeſaid ; and alſo to ſet out 
Ways and Water-courſes, in ſuch Manner as is therein mentioned; and 
to do every other Matter and Thing neceflary for the perfecting and 
compleating the ſaid Diviſion and Incloſure, ſo as the ſaid Commiſſioners 
made their Award in Writing, under their Hands and Seals, on or 
before the Twenty fifth Day of March, One thouſand ſeven hundred 
and fifty fix; and it was by the ſaid Articles mutually agreed between 
the ſaid Parties, that an Act of Parliament, Decree in Chancery, or 
ſome other legal Method as Counſel ſhould adviſe, for the perfecting 
and eſtabliſhing the ſaid intended Diviſion and Incloſure, and the A- 
greement therein contained concerning the ſame, in ſuch Manner, and 
ſubje& to ſuch Regulations and Directions as are therein mentioned, 
ſtipulated and agreed upon, and as in and by this Act are provided, 
eſtabliſhed, directed and appointed, as in and by the ſaid recited Articles, 
Relation being thereunto had, may more fully appear: But although ſuch 
Incloſure, Diviſion and Allotment, ſo agreed upon by the ſaid Articles, 
would be a manifeſt Advantage to the ſeveral Perſons intereſted in the 
Premiſes, and tend to the Improvement of their reſpective Eſtates and 
Properties in the ſaid Townſhip of Slingsby; yet the ſame cannot be 


rendered effectual to anſwer the Intention of the Parties, without the 


Aid and Authority of an Act of Parliament;

And it is hereby further Enacted, That ſuch annual Rent, or yearly 
dum, ſo to be directed, aſcertained, and appointed unto and for the 
lad James Garden, and his Succeſſors, in Lieu of and Compenſation 
for the ſaid Tythes as aforeſaid, ſhall after the ſaid Diviſion and Al- 
lotments ſhall be made, and ſuch Inſtrument or Award ſigned and ſeal- 
ed, as is herein after mentioned, be veſted in the ſaid James Garden, 
and his Succeſſors, Rectors of the ſaid Pariſh Church of S/zng/by aſore-

ſeven hundred and fifty fix, and ſhall, according to the Cuſtom of the 
Country or Place, have or be entitled to a Summer Crop following 
him, her, or them; then, and in ſuch Caſe, as no Diſtreſs can be made 
on ſuch off-going Tenant or Tenants for the Tythe-Rent to be due 4 
Mz: chaelmas 88 by reaſon the Crop will be reaped and carried off 
before ſuch Time, the reſpective Landlord or Landlords of ſuch Tenant 
or Tenants ſhall rake Tythe in Kind of ſuch Crop or Crops 2 7 
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ſach Tenant or Tenants ſhall otherwiſe-agree for ſuch his Tythes with 
his, her, or their Landlord or Landlords) and ſuch Landlord or Land- 
lords ſhall pay that half year Tythe-Rent for the Ground on which 
ſuch Crop or Crops ſhall grow. 1 

And it is hereby further Enacted, That within ſix Weeks after 
the ſaid Diviſion and Allotments ſhall be made of the Common and 
Fields, ſo intended to be incloſed as aforeſaid, the ſaid Commiſſioners, 
or their Succeſſors, ſhall form and draw up an Award or Inſtrument 
in writing, which ſhall expreſs, denote and contain the Quantity and 
Contents, in Statute Meaſure, of the ſeveral common Fields and Com- 
mon, ſo propoſed and intended to be incloſed as aforeſaid, and the Quan- 
tity and Contents of each and every Parcel thereof, aſſigned and allotted 
to the reſpective Parties upon the faid Partition and Diviſion, in Pur- 
ſuance of this preſent Act, and a Deſcription of the Situation, But- 
tals and Boundaries of the ſame Parcels and Allotments reſpectively, 
and Orders and Directions for fencing the ſame, and for laying 
out and making proper Roads, Ways, Paſſages and Watercourſes in, 
over and through the ſame Premiſes, and alſo ſhall expreſs and aſcertain 
the ſeveral yearly Sums, to be paid and contributed by the reſpective 
Parties towards making up and conſtituting the ſaid yearly Rent or an- 
nual Sum, fo to be veſted in the ſaid Rector of S ingſby, and his Suc- 
ceſſors, and ſhall alſo contain ſuch other Orders, Regulations and De- 
terminations, as ſhall be proper and neceſſary to be inſerted therein, 
according to the Tenor and true Meaning of the faid Articles, and

Courts, Mines, Goods and Chattles of Felons, Fugitives, Felons de ſe, 
and Perſons put in Exigent Deodands, Waifs, Eſtrays, Forfeitures, and 
all other Royalties and Segniories to the ſaid Manor, or to the Lord 
or Lords thereof incident, appendant, belonging to or appertaining

Provided alſo, That nothing in this Act contained ſhall extend, or 
be conſtrued, deemed, or taken to revoke, make void, alter, or annul 
any Will, Settlement, or Leaſe, or to prejudice any Perſon having or 
claiming any Jointure or Dower, Portion, Debt, or Incumbrance, out 
of, upon, or affecting any of the Lands and Grounds, ſo intended to 
be divided and incloſed as aforeſaid, or any Part thereof reſpectively, 


but that the ſeyeral Lands and Grounds, ſo to be aſſigned and allotted 
upon 


beneficial Manner, to all Intents and Purpoſes, as they, or any of then, 
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{ach Incloſure and Diviſion, to the ſeveral Parties in Purſuance 
of the fame Act, ſhall immediately after ſuch Allotment be, remain 


and enure, and be held and enjoyed, and the ſeveral Perſons, to whom 
the fame ſhall be 3 allotted, ſhall from thenceforth ſtand, 


and be ſeized thereof, to ſuch and the ſame Uſes, and to and for ſach 
ind the fame Eſtates, and ſubje& to ſuch and the ſame Wills, Leaſes, 
Limitations, Remainders, Charges, Rents, Services and Incumbrances, 
as the ſeveral Lands, Grounds and Tenements, in Reſpe&t whereof 
ſuch Allotments ſhall by Virtue of this Act be ſo made and aſſigned, 
ſhould and would have been m_ and liable to, chargei| with, or 
affected by, in Caſe the ſame had remained a or this Act 
had not been made. 

And it is hereby further Enacted, That if any one or more of the 
Commiſſioners herein before named or to be ele&ed in Manner herein 
aftermentioned, ſhall happen to die before the ſaid Award or Inſtru- 
ment ſhall be made and executed, it ſhall and may be lawful to and 
for the ſurviving Commiſſioners, or Commiſſioner, from time to time, 
within one Month after the Death of every Commiſſioner ſo dying, 
by Writing under their Hands and Seals, or his Hand and Seal, to 
appoint another Commiſſioner or Commiſſioners, not intereſted in the 
fad intended Incloſure, in the Room and Stead of him and them ſo 
dying ; and that every ſuch Commiſſioner or Commiſſioners, ſo to be 
elected, ſhall have the like Power and Authority, as the Commiſſioner 
or Commiſſioners, in whoſe Place or Places he or they ſhall ſucceed; 
was or were inveſted with. 


And it is hereby further Enacted and Declared, That the Coſts 
and Charges incident to and attending the obtaining this. preſent Act, 
and of the ſurveying, dividing and allotting the Lands and Grounds, ſo 
intended to be incloſed as aforefaid, and the preparing and inrolling the 
fad Award or Inſtrument, and all the Chand Expences of the 
Commiſſioners, and other neceſſary Expences in, about and concerning 
the Premiſes, ſhall be borne and defrayed. by the ſeveral Perſons to 
whom the ſaid common Fields and Common ſo to be incloſed, ſhall be 
relpectively allotted, to be ſettled, adjuſted and aſcertained by the ſaid 
Commiſſioners, and their Succeſſors, in Proportion to the Value or 
Quantity of the Lands and Grounds, ſo to be aſſigned and allotted to 
the faid Parties reſpectively, as to the ſaid Commiſſioners, and their 
bucceſlors, ſhall ſeem meet and expedient. 

And it is hereby further enacted, That if any Perſon or Perſons 
hall refuſe or neglect to pay his, her or their Share or Shares, Propor- 
tion or Proportions, of 12 Coſts and Charges to be ſettled and aſcer- 
tained by the faid Commiſſioners as aforeſaid, for the Space of one Month 
after ſuch Time as the ſaid Commiſſioners, or their Succeſlors, ſhall 
limit, direct or appoint for Payment thereof, then and in ſuch Caſe the 
lad Commiſſioners, . and their Succeſſors, ſhall or may, by Warrant or 
Warrants under their Hands and Seals, cauſe the ſame to be . by 
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Diſtreſs or Diſtreſſes, and Sale or Sales of the Goods and Chattles of 
the Perſon or Perſons ſo neglecting or refuſing as aforeſaid, rendrin 
the Overplus (if any after Charges or Expences attending ſuch 
Diſtreſs ſhall be deducted) to the Perſon or Perſons on whom ſuch 
Diſtreſs or Diſtreſſes ſhall be reſpectively made, or otherwiſe, it (hall 
and may be lawful to and for the ſaid Commiſſioners, and their Suc- 
ceſſors, to enter into and upon the Premiſes, ſo to be allotted to ſuch 
Perſon ſo refuſing or neglecting to pay as aforeſaid, and take and re- 
cCeive the Rents, Iſſues and Profits thereof reſpectively, until thereby 
or therewith the Share or Shares, Proportion or Proportions of the 
ſaid Coſts and Charges, ſo to be directed, awarded and appointed by 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, to be paid by ſuch Perſon or Perſons as aſore- 
faid, and alſo all Coſts, Charges and Expences, occaſioned by, or at- 
tending ſuch Entry upon, and Perception of the Rents and Profits of 
the ſame Premiſes, ſhall be fully paid and ſatisfied. 

And it is hereby further enacted, That when the Lands and Grounds 
directed by this Act to be divided and incloſed as aforeſaid, ſhall be 
aſcertained and allotted by the ſaid Commiſſioners, or their Succeſſors, 
by ſuch Inſtrument or Writing as aforementioned, the ſeveral Perſons, 
to and for whom the ſaid Lands and Grounds ſhall be allotted and ſet 
out reſpectively, ſhall, within Twelve Months after the Signing and 
Sealing of the ſaid Inſtrument or Writing, and Notice given thereof in 
the Pariſh Church of Sling /by aforeſaid, at their own Expence re- 

ſpectively incloſe, hedge, ably and fence their ſeveral Lots, Shares and 
Proportions of the fame, in ſuch Manner as the ſaid Commiſſioners, 
and their Suceeſſors, ſhall order, direct or appoint. 

And it is hereby further enacted, That the ſaid Commiſſioners (hall 
and may, and they are hereby authorized and impowered to ſet out 
and appoint ſuch publick and private Ways, Roads and Watercourſes 
in, through, over, and upon the ſaid Lands and Grounds, fo appoint- 
ed to be incloſed as aforeſaid, as they in their Diſcretion ſhall think re- 

uiſite and expedient, ſo as all publick Highways or Roads ſo to be 
ſe out, be of the Breadth of Forty Feet at leaſt between and ex- 
cluſive of the Ditches; and alſo to ſet forth and appoint all the Ditches, 
Fences, Drains, Bridges, Gates and Stiles to be made, erected and ſet 
up on the Lands and Grounds ſo to be incloſed, or any part thereof, | 
and to order, award and adjudge by whom and in what manner the 
ſame ſhall reſpectively be from time to time repaired, maintained and 
kept in Repair, and alſo to divide and alter the Courſe of any of the 
Springs, Streams, or Currents of Water within any Part of the com- 
mon Fields or common Grounds, ſo appointed to be incloſed for the 
conveying of Water to or for the Benefit of the ſeveral Allotments 10 
be made in purſuance of this Act; and that it ſhall not be lawful for 
any Perſon to have or uſe any Highway or Road in, over, and upon 
the ſaid Lands and Grounds ſo to be incloſ.d, or any Part thereo!, 

other than ſuch as ſhall be ſo ſet out and appointed as pforeſaid ; and 


allo 
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alſo that all publick Highways and Roads, ſo to be ſet out and ap- 


inted, ſhall be repaired and maintained, and kept in Repair by ſuch 
Ways and Means, and in ſuch manner, as any other publick High- 
way or Road, lying and being within the Pariſh of Slingſby aforeſaid, 
is or ought to be repaired and maintained. Ihe 

And it is hereby further enacted, That the ſaid Commiſſioners, and 
their Succeſſors, ſhall and may, and they are hereby authorized and 
required to give, or cauſe to be given, Notice in the Pariſh Church of 
Slingſby aforeſaid, upon ſome Sunday Morning immediately after Divine 
Service, of the Time and Place of the firſt Meeting of the ſaid Com- 
miſſioners, for the Execution of the Powers hereby veſted in them, at 
leaſt ten Days before ſuch Meeting; and they ſhall alſo give Notice of 
every ſubſequent Meeting for putting in Execution the Powers veſted 
in them by this Act, at the Pariſh Church aforeſaid, on the Sunday 
next preceding the ſame reſpectively (Meetings by Adjournment only 
excepted.) |
